Tho Chicago'imimio: The ronl estate 


board hits sent to Sprli.gtleld n bill for 
"establishing standard values of prop- 
erty." The fair cash value of nil prop- 
orty, real and personal, Is to be put down 
first, and th- n one tenth of thut value In 
taken as tho basis for taxation. 


This l» i» hotter plan than an earlier 


one which m'lltlpllod tho as ussod value 
of property by ton and divided tl.o rutos 
of taxation by about lour. Such it scheme 
as *h»t would Imvo led up dlrootly to con- 
Haunter* taxation.
